REPORT OF MISSION STUDY SECRETARY 


During the past year, your secretary has sent out three circular 
letters, and many tracts to every society and pastor in the Synod. Be- 
sides this she has written a number of personal pntere —— to 
answer questions asked. 


In accordance with the plans of Mrs. Wiles, the General Secretary, 
I have particularly stressed the Missionary Education Honor Roll. As 


is usually the case with all new plans, some confusion results at first. 


We hope that next year there will be a better understanding of the plan. 


_ At any rate, let us all continue to have our mission n study and reading 


circles with more enthusiasm than ever. 


From the reports which have been returned to me, I find that 22 
societies conducted 29 classes and reading circles with a total of 386 
members enrolled. The Synodical Society has twenty-three women tak- 
ing the reading course, eleven women attended the summer school of 
missions, ten read missionary book to a child, thirteen are comrades 
of the “quiet hour,” and twenty-two are tithers. There are six women in 
our Synodical society who made one hundred per cent, or every point 
in the Honor Roll. We are proud of those six women. May we have 
many more next year! 

Because our Synodical Society had forty per cent or more a the 
congregational societies having classes or circles, we are now a Blue Star 
Society. 

Those societies reporting classes or circles are: Omaha, Kountze 
Memorial, St. Mark’s Women, St. Mark’s Young People, Kountze Young 
People; Lincoln, Nebraska City, Wilber, York, Church of the Redeemer, 
Tekamah; Salem (Fremont), Midland College, Rising City, Benedict 
Zion (two), Dakota City, Ponca, Allen (two), Hooper (two), Emerson, 
Benson, North Platte Women’s (two), North Platte Young Peoples’ 
(three). West Point reported one comrade of the “quiet hour,” and two 
tithers, but no class or circle. Many of the other societies mentioned 
also reported women attaining other points on the Honor Roll. The

October 7, 1924. 
Fathers and Brethern of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Nebraska: 
In the Providence of Almighty God we are privileged to assemble in 
this fifty-second Annual Convention of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod 


of Nebraska. With grateful hearts we recognize His benevolent provi- 
dence over us in sparing our lives and giving us health and strength to 


do His service. We also thank Him for the measure of prosperity and 


progréss He has given to our churches and people during the year that 
has passed. We greet the pastor and good people of St. Mark’s Lutheran 
Church of Omaha who have so kindly welcomed us to their church and 
homes for this Convention of Synod, and trust that our stay with them 


will be mutually pleasant and helpful. 
: We note with deep sadness the death of two of our retired pastors — 


within the year. Rev. J. A. Koser, who was received into our Synod 
April 2, 1924, from the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Kansas, passed 


to his eternal reward July 6, 1924, at his home at Nebraska City, Ne- 


braska. On July 25, 1924, Rev. A. T. Ludwig, for many years a mem-

His beloved people at Grand Island have 
secured for him an assistant pastor, who will take up his duties Novem- 
ber 1 and we recognize the good act of these people in their great con- 
sideration for their pastor in this, as well as in all the considerations 
they have shown him during his illness.

Many things that should have been done could 
not be reached. It has also evidently appeared to us that closer super- 
vision of our work is an absolute necessity if we are to go forward as a 
church. It is impossible to report the many problems and matters of 


importance to the life and welfare of our congregations that have been 


handled during the year. 
We wish in this connection to express our great appreciation of the 
loyal support and hearty co-operation of our pastors as well as of the 


_ Church Councils and congregations, so far as we have been permitted to 


come in contact with them. 

The acquaintances established in the congregations in this first 
year of service will greatly aid us in the work of the coming years. We 
most earnestly solicit the continued co-operation of the mania and con- 
gregations, in our work.

REPORT OF STATISTICIANS—Continued 
so far as they present the actual facts. The accuracy of the statistician’s 
report depends on the truthfulness of the report from the pastors. The 
greatest grief of a statistician is the carelessness of some of our pas- 
tors who forget their responsibility in furnishing correct reports and on 
time. Fifty per cent of the reports had to be corrected. This shows an 
improvement of one hundred per cent over last year’s report. Out of 
the fifty-two reports received only fifteen came in on the requested date. 
The reports as a whole show a decided improvement over last year’s. 
This, no doubt, is due to the special study of the Parochial Report at 
the Spring Conferences. Pastors who left parishes failed to carry out 
last year’s ruling “that when a pastor leaves a parish during the 
Synodical year he be requested to send in a parochial report for his 


congregation up to that date.”

Thus a beginning in see re: schools 
has been made in our Synod. 


We are glad to note an icrease in the general ann in the work 
of the Church Schools. The visit of Dr. Lewis, who recently conducted 


seven Conferences in the churches of our Synod, has undoubtedly given 
~ @ great impetus to the work. Church workers are gaining a new con- 


ception of the task, of its worthwhileness and necessity. The Church 
at large is beginning to realize that the Church School is calling for 
consecrated and trained workers, that the youth of our homes and com- 
munities might receive a Christian training. To give us a general view 
of the work we will speak of the following phases of the work. 

ORGANIZATION—Practically all schools are graded in their or- 
ganizations. This important matter is, therefore, taken care of. The 
whole Church at School must mean that the School be graded accord- 
ing to ages and the needs of the different ages. 

INSTRUCTION—With graded organization there must go graded 
instruction. Practically all schools report graded instruction to a greater 


or less degree. The uniform graded lessons published by our Publication © 
House seems‘to be the lessons most extensively used. Very few use the | 


Luthran graded lessons as yet. 


TRANING AND PREPARATION FOR TEACHING—Only six con- 


gregations report teacher training classes in their schools. Here is the 
one weak spot in our Church Schools. Standards to be attained by the 
teaching force of our schools are not very well defined as yet. We hope 
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the day will soon come when the Church will ask definite preparation . 
and training on the part of its Church School teachers. Workers’ Con- | 
ference or Teachers’ Meetings of some sort are held by practically all 
of the schools reporting. The st of these meetings vary greatly, - 
from a business meeting held once a/quarter to a meeting once a month 
combining worship, instruction, bugipess and social periods. 

_ Twenty schools report a protin day, thus giving the idea of 
definite progress in their work to the scholars. Missionary and Tem- | 
perance Instruction are taken care of in a special way by only a few 
of the schools. On a whole this important phase of the Church School 
work is being sadly neglected. | | 

Benevolent Offerings—Two schools report the use of ua 3 
envelopes, and only 13 schools report the sending of benevolent con- 
tributions to the Synodical treasurer. We are not training the future 
Church in the matter of benevolent interest as we should.

TABITHA HOME 


Superintendent’s 1923-24. 
Brethren: 
We are almost persuaded to call the past year the best of the 
twelve years we have had the privilege to manage the affairs of the 
Home. Indeed, we do owe thanks unto our God for the wonderous things 
he had done for Tabitha Home in the past years and especially during | 
the year, 1923-24. May we thank Him with hands and hearts and voices. 
110 guests, 56 children and 54 aged and infirm found shelter and care at 
Tabitha Home during the past year. 


The | 
Cared for 56 children; 30 boys and 26 girls. We received 14; 21 
were dismissed. In the Home at the end of the year, July 31, 1924, 35 
children, 22 boys and 13 girls; at the present time 43. There has been 
sickness among the children as usual. We are still enjoying the privilege 


of not being obligated to report a death in the Orphanage. 


The number of guests in the Aged Department was 54; 32 men, — 
22 women. The following were admitted: Mrs. Rose Kendall, Lincoln, 
Nebr., 64 years of age; Miss Sena Andersen, Ponca, Nebr., a crippled 
maiden lady, 50 years of age; John J. Glandt, Omaha, Nebr., 72 years of 
age; Hans Konrad Fotsch, Muscatine, Iowa, 91 years of age; Rev. F. H. 
Kuhlman, Hastings, Nebr., oldest pastor of the U. L. C., 94 years of 
age; Mr. George Henry Heisenbuettel, Fremont, Nebr., 81 years of age.

The Inner Mission Board contemplated again to reduce the appor- 
tionment or recommend a reduction on the Tabitha Home apportion- 
ment. We plead with them to postpone the reduction. Mr. Bachman 
with whom we discussed this matter at the Inner Mission Conference at 
Milwaukee promised to do his best to persuade the Finance Committee 
not to make or recommend any reduction to the convention at Chicago. 
It seems he did not quite succeed. However, instead of a reduction of 
$5,000.00, one of $2,000.00 will be recommended. Of course, the con- 
vention will adopt this recommendation, except we,succeed in convincing 
them that we need the full apportionment of $15,000.00 for the reason 


that the receipts amount to only 65 per cent of the amount apportioned. 


The New Building 


The new building, thanks to the bequests received during the year, 
has grown considerably. The amount would be even larger if the cn- 
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tire amounts of the bequests could have been added to the fund. That 
was impossible and is impossible in almost every institution. Some 
homes could not do the work they are doing if they would not have 
‘received a number of generous bequests every year. I mean to say 
they are compelled to use all or a large amount of it for current ex- 
penses. We have been fairly- well successful in churches which gave us 
permission to present the New Building proposition. Of course, the 
Midland Campaign and the Compaign of the Martin Luther Seminary 
did, to considerable extent, influence in the wrong direction, of course, 
our endeavor for the New Building Fund. There are at present about 
$27,000.00 in the New Building Fund. Unpaid pledges amount to about 
$15,000. We should begin the erection of the new building not later than 
early next spring. 

With sincere thanks to all the pastors and congregations of the 
Nebraska Synod for the support given Tabitha Home during the past 
year, which was more gencrous than before and the likewise sincere 
and urgent plea to continue this noble work, to let Tabitha have your 
gifts of love and your prayers. 

P. S.—Churches and the several societies of the churches sent to 
Tabitha Home during the past year $160.72 for the General Fund, $55.00 
for the New Building Fund; 1,486 quarts of fruit, 9 cases of eggs, and 
several hundred dollars worth of provisions and clothing. :

As your Secretary I attended all Executive Comnieinn meetings of 
the State ther League of Nebraska, and also the Convention at Hast- 
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ings. The dream of a Hospice for Lutheran Young Penile who come to 


the great city of Omaha is about to be realized. The State Luther League

Hospice. It appointed a committee to work out the plans outlined and 
prepare a definite report a year hence.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON THE STATE OF THE CHURCH 


Your committee on the State of the Church respectfully submits 
the following report: 

The great majority of the churches report the outlook for the com- 
ing year very encouraging. When the membership served by the pas- 
tors reporting is considered, it represents, indeed, a _ large 
percentage of our people. Special reasons given for this encour- 
aging outlook include unusually large enrollment in catechetical classes, 
willingness of members to do personal work, new and larger equipment 
anticipated and planned for and other evidences of God’s blessing upon 
them. 

It is to be lamented that so few churches report a mid-week devo- 
tional service. That this condition should exist in a few of the city 
churches, where multiplied interests and inconvenient transportation 
facilities militate against the mid-week meeting is not surprsing. But 
in smaller towns the mid-week devotional service is fraught with great 
possibilit:cs and should not be dispensed with lightly. : 
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The reports on the number of hours of religious instruction provided 
for leave much to be desired. It is to be hoped that the time is not far 
distant when some concerted plan of getting week-day religious instruc- 
tion may be agreed upon and its establishment realized. 

The very few cases of workers with any special training reported 
call for two observations. First, it emphasizes the great responsibility of 


- the pastor as the only trained authority in the parish. Second, it causes 


us to feel that some short but accurate and practical course in religious 
work, especially in modern church school methods should be given in our 
colleges. The colleges depend upon the church for their support and 
should feel a greater responsibility for training church school workers, 
especially those who cannot attend the college for the full four years, 
or even for one full year at a time. , é } 

We report with great satisfaction the fact that Evangelization is 
receiving more attention among our people. We believe that the methods 
of Peter on the day of Pentecost cannot be ignored entirely if we are 
to be a truly Evangelical church. 

The majority of the pastors report that they realize their re- 
sponsibility to minister to the whole man. We believe that our pastors 
should become increasingly aware of the problems their people face 
seven days in the week, and should seek to fortify them for successfully 
coping with these problems. Many of the pastors expressed a desire to 
have their Synod help analyse the needs of humanity which the church 
should meet, and would use this help in ministering thereto. 

A spirit of Christian kindliness among all Protestant churches and 
church members is reflected by most of the reports. It is to be hoped 
that for the sake of the Christ, Whose body we are, this spirit may be 
fostered and encouraged. 

We believe, from a careful persual of the reports, that the follow- 
ing is a fair and accurate summing up of the State of the Church in our 
Synod: Attention to the Sacrements is very good. The material pros- 
perity of the churches has been above the general prosperity of the 
state. In the cases of family worship, holding and utilizing the force 
of the young people, and missionary interest, zeal and accomplishment 
there is much to be desired and the responsibility lies heavily upon the 
pastors.

It has passed through many 
j difficult circumstances, but we are pleased to note a stcady progress 
i under the able management of the devoted missionary who was formerly 
the Missionary Superintendent of our Synod and who, while serving in~ 
that capacity, resided for a while on the Sidney field, and gave much 
of his time to this charge. He is now the settled pastor and covers, in 
his labors, a large missionary field, including Gurdley and Potter and . 
he has done some advance work in different surrounding points. Many 4 
Sundays he preaches three times and drives sixty-two miles. Th> church 2 
property at Sidney is in good condition. The congregation erected a 
garage this summer for the convenience of the pastor at a cost of $225. 
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With continued effort, the Sidney congregation will become a strong 


force for the church in the western part of our Synod. It now enrolls 
60 members. 

The Grace Church at Gurley, Neb., also served by Dr. Kahse, was 
organized in 1916. The people of this congregation have passed through 
very trying financial circumstances but nevertheless have maintained a 
fine spirit of devotion and sacrifice in carrying on the work in their 
church. Our visits to this church have always found a deep and con- 


- secrated interest and a good attendance of the people. Their liberality 


in the midst of their trying circumstances is commendable as an example 
éo the other churches of our Synod.

The 
bell was donated from the disbanded church at Waverly. Pastor and 
people are to be congratulated upon the spirit that obtains in this church. 


In connection with the churches at Sidney and Gurley, Dr. Kahse 
has also served the congregation at Potter, Neb., and during the sum- 
mer conducted Bible school, which resulted in the addition of several 
members to the congregation and much general benefit to the com- 
munity in spiritual things. The work at Potter has not only held its 
own but a commendable progress. Repairs have been placed in the 
church building at a cost of $100. 

South Sioux City, Rev. George E. Mortensen, pastor; organized 
1920. This is one of our promising missions. It is in a city of growing 
population and has taken on a fine spirit of activity and is rapidly mov- 


_ ing forward to larger things. A new and larger lot in a more desirable 


location has been secured at the cost of $1,500. A project for a new 
church building is now on and a considerable sum of money subscribed 
by the people and friends of the congregation toward this new building. 
The membership has shown a commendable increase enrolling at present 
109 confirmed members. Under the faithful service of Pastor Mortensen 
a vigorous Brotherhood has been organized which has proven a strong 
factor in the advancement of the work in this field. Also a Light Bri- 
gade and a Young Ladies’ Missionary Society have been organized with- 
in the year. The rapid progress in this congregation is not a question 
of opportunities,- but solely a question of financial support. The op- 
portunity is there. We trust the support will rapidly come that will 
give to these people a convenient and attractive place of worship. The 
present housing of the congregation is inadequate, uncomfortable, un- 
attractive and against the progress of the work. The fact that so much 
progress has been made under these circumstances shows the devotion 
and zeal of the pastor and people in this congregation. — 

York, (vacant); organized 1903. This congregation was served by 
Rev. G. B. Weaver until June 1, 1924, when he closed his labors here to 
accept a call to the Benson field. During the summer, Student Herbert 
Neve of Wittenberg Theological Seminary, son of Dr. Neve, a professor 
in that institution, supplied this mission.

Each year there are as many applications for 
Hie aid as Synod is able to sesiat. Sometimes there are more calls than cen 
be answered. 
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At the present time there are a goodly number of students in Mid- 
land College and the Western Theological Seminary looking forward to 
the great work of preaching the Gospel. Some time this year the con- 
gregations of Synod should have another Father and Son banquet to 
emphasize the need of more young men for the ministry. Each pastor 
should keep a record of the boys who are considering the noble calling 
of the ministry. And such a record should also be kept in the office of 
Midland College.

The last few years the work in the Western Theological Seminary 
has been somewhat disarranged or interfered with to a certain extent 
because so many of the students have been out preaching over Sunday. 
That may apparently help some congregations, but it is without doubt 
detrimental to the student’s preparation. It is seen in the grades of 
some of the young men. — 

Owing to such a condition the faculty of the Seminary adopted the 
following regulation on September 19, 1924: 

“It is the judgment of the faculty: (1) That we disapprove of 
any student’s preaching during the Junior year; (2) That no student 
shall be permitted to preach, unless he does satisfactory work in the 
class; (3) That the arrangement for preaching must be made through 
the Dean of the Seminary.” The matter of the students’ pulpit supply 
is to be regulated as follows: 

“Seniors shall preach not more than three Sundays out of four dur- 
ing the month. 

Middlers are permitted to iets twice, but not more than three 
times a month, and not more than once in the same congregation. 

Juniors shall not preach at all, unless under exceptional conditions 
with special permission by the faculty.” 

One of our young men, Alfred Young, is here for ordination. He is 
pastor of the Verdon congregation. Two young men, Walter Voss and 
Max Harder, are here for licensure.

1. Rev. J. A. Koser died at his home in Nebraska City July 6, 
1924. Brother Koser was born of Lutheran parents in Shippensburg, 
Pa. He studied for the ministry in our institutions at Gettysburg, Pa. 
He was ordained in 1875, and was continually in the pastorate until about 
two years ago, when he was forced to retire on account of failing health. 
During this long period he served charges in Pennsylvania, Iowa, Ne- 
braska and Missouri, and in every place did successful work. He rests 
from his labors and his works follow him. 

2. Rev. A. T. Ludwig was graduated from Mount Airy Theological 
Seminary, Philadelphia, Pa., and was ordained by the Pennsylvania 
Ministerium in 1879. The same year he became pastor of our church 
at West Point and transferred his membership to the Nebraska Synod. 
After serving this charge several years he resigned and engaged in 
teaching in the public schools. While not serving any other charge he 
maintained his membership with us until his death at Allentown. Pa., 
July 25, 1924. His brother came into our Synod in the days of its 
pioneer history and had a part in its labors in the “day of small things.” 
The place where once he labored with a small struggling mission, is 
now one of our large, flourishing congregations. His labors in the Lord 
were not in vain.

REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF MIDLAND COLLEGE 


The annual meeting of the Trustees of Midland College was held 
at Fremont, June 4th and 5th, 1924. The usual reports were read, plans 
for the future good of the College were discussed and some recom- 
mendations were approved by the Board. We desire briefly to call your 
attention to some of the items of special :nterest brought to the Board’s 
attention, also to tell you some of the things that are being done in and 
around the college. Some of this information we have gotten from 
the reports of the Executive Committee and some from the College office. 

We are glad to report that no changes were made in the faculty. 
Dr. Krueger is very successfully carrying on the work as College Presi- 
dent and has ate himself eminently qualified for this office. A spirit 
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of loyalty and co-operation exists between President Krueger and the 
members of the faculty. The students also are enthusiastic in their 
praise of the President. Dr. Krueger has done splendid service in the 
Midland campaign for endowment. He did not spare himself in his ef- 
forts to place Midland where she need to be. 


The College enrollment shows another splendid ibeenns in students 
at the opening of the present semester. Notice the figures in the col- 
lege’s classes: Freshman, 136; Sophmores, 50; Juniors, 20; Seniors, 28; 
Irregulars, 24; a total of 258. This is an increase of 33% over the past 
year. The Freshman class alone shows an icrease of 69% over the past 
year. The enrollment in the departments of piano, voice, violin, and ex- 
pression is also very encouraging. All of these departments are now 
doing work of a very high order and are operating on a paying basis. 


Prof. Jones, head of the voice department, has directed in the 

formation of some musical organizations among the students, which 
give promise of some good results in the future. The Glee Clubs, 
Quartet and Double Quartet were used to good advantage in the Mid- 
land Campaign last spring. Prof. Jones has also organized a large 
chorus of 200 voices. He has thus united the musicians of the College 
and the city of Fremont. The chorus is making preparation to es oe 
Messiah next spring. 
_ The religious interests are being cared for through the Y. M. C. A., 
Y. W. C. A., Student Volunteer Band, Bible Classes and the pastor of 
Salem Lutheran Church. Salem congregation is still worshipping in 
the College Chapel until the new church will be erected. Ground has 
recently been broken for this new edifice. Salem church is to be com- 
mended for the provision that will be made in the erection of her new 
church for the care of Midland’s students. (The churches of the Synod 
ought to give financial aid in the erection of this new church). 


The new gymnasium is about completed. This building is not ex- 
ceeding the estimated cost made in June, 1923; $125,000.00 will cover all 
expense. Here is not only a gymnasium, but also a dining room, audi- 
torium, heating plant for all the buildings of Greater Midland. This 
building is a wonderful help to Midland College. The day of dedication 
of this splendid building is Friday, October 10th. Athletics have become 


an interesting part of College life and work. Midland is one of the — 


leading institutions in the state. The gymnasium will help her to do 
better. 

In November, 1923, there was a special meeting of the Board of 
Trustees. The item of business was to consider the matter better con- 
dition to take care of. The money thus borrowed is bearing 6% in- 
terest, lower than had been paid. 

The Midland Campaign is placing Midland on a good foundation. 
The splendid sum of $330,000.00, has been pledged. The expense of the 
campaign is now $18,936.00. Although the full $500,000.00 was not se- 
cured at the specified time, the work is to be continued. The Executive 
Committee has arranged to have Dr. Krueger go on, believing that the

committee met September 25th, to discuss the urgent needs and plan 


definite action. The committee wishes to urge conscientious efforts 


on the part of the pastors to foster the idea of Stewardship among the 
church members. In this connection we wish to commend Mr. O. A. 


Keyser for publishing his very helpful and instructive pamphiet, “Un- 
derwriting Christianity.” Pastors and Laymen who have no tread it 
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should do so. The*promoting and organizing of Brotherhoods should be 
undertaken where such organizations do not exist. In view of the 
urgent need of assistance to our president this committee favors the 
calling of a synodical Field Missionary. The scope of this committee’s 
activities is large and we trust that genuine christian co-operation may 
be forthcoming. 

At a joint meeting held in Oniaha on October 6th, the Executive 
Committee of the Nebraska State Brotherhood and the Laymen’s Mis- 
sionary Movement Committee adopted the following recommendation: 


Realizing that the demands upon the President of Synod are so 


-Mumerous that it is physically impossible for him to attend to his ad- 


ministrative duties and also perform the forward work so greatly needed 
in the Synod, the Committee on Missions is respectfully petitioned to 
employ a missionary superintendent for the ensuing year; and, in con- 
sideration of the fact that this will entail extra expense, the Executive 
Committee of the Nebraska State Brotherhood pledges its active co- 


_ operation toward effecting the raising of the WHOLE apportionment, 


by enlisting laymen to visit congregations on the call of the President 
of Synod for organizing the collection of congregational budgets, to 
which end tentative plans have already been formed for this activity 
and final arrangements will be completed as soon as Synod acts favor- 
ably upon this recommendation. 

Your committee further recommends that the following resolution 
be adopted and transmitted to the Executive Committee of the United 
Lutheran Church in America: 

Whereas, the raising of moneys in our congregations for local pur- 
poses, apportionment, and special causes frequently subjects pastors and 
people to embarrassment, annoyance, antagonism, and even: distress, 
which condition is largely due to the pursuit of unecientifie and un- 
governed methods; and 

Whereas, We believe that giving the Church would be more liberal 
and less burdensome if efficient methods were adopted; 


Be it Resolved, That the United Lutheran Church in America be. 


petitioned to refer the whole matter of church finance to a special com- 
mittee or to the Laymen’s Missionary Movement Committee for the 
purpose of working out and putting into practice an ideal system of 
raising and handling the moneys of the church, to which end we make 
the following specific suggestions: 

1. That a standard, authorized system or form of congregational 
finance be devised and put into print, and that the published form be 
then distributed among the congregations. 

2. That, as soon as the above system or form is ready for ex- 
ploitation, all the field secretaries of the various boards and all other 
employees of the general church (insofar as practicable) be. put under 


_ the jurisdiction and direction of the said special committee or Laymen’s 


Missionary Movement Committee to propagate and organize the stand- 
ard, authorized financial system in each congregation of the United 
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Lutheran Church in America, it being understood that all the promo- | 
tional efforts and expenditures of the United Lutheran Church in 
America for a sufficient period shall be diverted from other causes and 
concentrated upon the effort to put the finances of the United Lutheran 

_ Church in America upon a rational, ethical, efficient (in short, a Scrip- 
tural) basis.

: AMENDED ARTICLES OF INCORPORATION 
OF THE 
t EVANGELICAL LUTHERAN SYNOD OF NEBRASKA 
GENERAL SYNOD OF

IN THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


. BE IT REMEMBERED that on the 9th day of October, 1924, at 
the annual Synodical and regularly called meeting of the Evangelical 
Lutheran Synod of Nebraska held in St. Mark’s Evangelical Lutheran 
Church of Omaha, Nebraska, there being present fifty-nine regular dele- 
gates, the following amended articles of incorporation were adopted by 
a majority vote of those present: 


ARTICLE I—NAME | 
5 The name of this corporation shall be “THE EVANGELICAL

| CHURCH IN AMERICA.” 


3 ARTICLE II-—PRINCIPAL PLACE OF BUSINESS 

| The principal place of business of this Corporation shall be in the 

7. City of Fremont, Dodge County, Nebraska, which may be changed to 

any other city or town if the majority of delegates at an annual meeting 
shall so elect. 
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ARTICLE III—PURPOSE AND OBJECTS 

The purpose and objects of this corporation shall be: 

(a) The supervision and discipline of its constituent congrega- 
tions and members in conformity with its Constitution and the Con- 
stitution of the United Lutheran Church in America; 
| (b) To receive, own, possess, hold and convey property, both real 
and personal, for religious, charitable, and educational purposes, and to 
receive property of all kinds by devise or otherwise; 

(c) To transact all secular business and manage all temporary 
affairs of this corporation; 

(d) To transact any other business tidident to the advancement 
of the purposes of this corporation as provided for in its constitution 
and by-laws and in the constitution and by-laws of the United Lutheran 
Church in America. | 


ARTICLE IV—INDEBTEDNESS 


The total indebtedness of this Corporation shall not exceed at any 


time the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00), but this indebtedness 
shall not include any mortgages which this corporation may execute, 
and no debt of this corporation shall be contracted by any officer of 
this Corporation, larger than the sum of Fve Hundred Dollars ($500.00). 


ARTICLE V—POWERS 


The powers of this Corporation shall be vested in the officers of i 


this Corporation, who shall be elected as provided for in the Constitution 


of the said Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Nebraska as adopted in 1920. 


and as amended to October 15, 1923, which officers shall perform their 
respective duties as defined in the said Constitution. The matter of 
leasing, selling, conveying or in any manner alienating the real prop- 
erty of this Synod shal! be vested in the said Officers, the President and 
Secretary signing all deeds, conveyances, leases or other legal documents, 
imprinting thereon the seal of this Corporation as defined in Article XI 
of its Constitution. However, no conveyance or lease shall be signed 
by the said President and Secretary unless it has the approval of the 
Executive Committee. 
ARTICLE VI—MEMBERS 

The members shall be Ordained Ministers, Licentiates and Lay 
Representatives as provided for by the Coristitution and By-Laws of 
said Synod. 

ARTICLE VII—SEAL 

This corporation shall adopt a seal and such seal shall be .as defined 
in Article XI of the Constitution, and shall have in addition thereto the 
words “Corporate Seal.” 

ARTICLE VIII—VACANCIES 

All vacancies in the offices of this Corporation shall be filled by the 
Executive Committee at a regular or special meeting until their suc- 
cessors are elected. 
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ARTICLE IX—LIFE 


This Corporation shall begin on the 25th day of March, 1890, and 
continue for a period of ninety-nine (99) years unless sooner dissolved 
according to law or as provided for in its Constitution and in the Con- 


‘stitution of the United Lutheran Church in America. 


ARTICLE—X—MISCELLANEOUS 


All other matters pertaining to the business of this teascaeitel not 
herein innumerated shall be in accordance with the Constitution adopted 
by this Synod.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISM 


When Jesus Christ said: “Go ye into all the world and make dis- 


ciples of all nations” He intended that all the world should come to a 
saving knowledge of salvation. While the Church of Jesus Christ has 
made marvelous progress in evangelizing the world, yet the passion of 
our Lord has not been realized. Signs of a more intensified application 


of this great command of Christ are evidenced on every side. The 


heralds of the Christian faith have made sacrifices just as great and 
hazardous as those in any other department of human endeavor. Wher.- 
ever the Church loses sight of the evangelistic note of her message 


she is untrue to her commission and trust. 
Your committee charged to stimulate this primary panetine of the 


Church feels its inability to properly direct the Synod into larger fields 


of activity, unless it has the fullest co-operation of the men of Synod. 


Activity 


‘Galion the month of February the Synod was led in special serv- 
ices, which were known as “Pre-Lenten Missions.” All of the congre- 
gations of Synod were grouped in 23 groups with a chairman in each 
group. Suggestive literature was prepared by your committee for all 
the pastors of Synod. Seven circular letters were sent out during the 


year. The Nebraska Synod Lutheran gave generous space to place — 


the committee’s plans before our members. While the response has 
not been as great as your committee had anticipated, yet we feel that 
our Synod has started a movement which will be the means of greater 
things for the kingdom. The editor of the Lutheran made special men- 
tion of this campaign in an editorial. As far as we know our Synod 
was the only one which undertook such a campaign. About fifty per 
cent of the pastors participated in the committee’s plans. 


Voices From the Field 


Here are a few of the expressions from our pastors who held thes¢ 
Pre-Lenten Missions. “We feel the effort has been worth while and as 
far as this church is concerned we will be ready to co-operate in a similar 


‘week of services next year.” . “Fine attendance and spirit.” “Great 


hopes in this general move.” “The plan of grouping the churches to- 
gether for special evangelistic services is an excellent one.” “Greatest 
opportunity of the Church.” “I am very enthusiastic about the plan.” 
“Move in the right direction.” “Endorse this plan most heartily.” “The 
best movement ever started.” “Glad wé are undertaking such a cam- 
paign.” 
Two Dangers 

In this busy age the modern pastor is confronted with two dangers. 

First, he is so immersed with the administrative functions of the church 


that all the lights of heaven are blotted out. The calm and quietness — 


that are our heritage as Christmas are put to flight in the pressure. 
Life lacks its unity, loses its central plan, becomes a race and not a 
stately progress, slackens its grasp on eternal things, till we grow fret-

ful; and men who looked to us as tclbniies of Christ, for a lesson, find 
us as worried and anxious as themselves. That is the one extreme; 
it is the great danger of the practical mind. 

But then there is the other. It is the mystic’s danger. It is real- 
izing the utter need of fellowship with God; he neglects the tasks that 


are confronting him; he does nothing because there is so much to do. 


All mysticism tends to that. It is a recoil from an exaggerated service. 
It is the shutting of the ear to the more clamorous calls, in order that 
we may hear more definitely the still, small voice. We need to learn 
from the Master. He was a man of a multitude of tasks and yet He 
was always calm. God in life means an eternal purpose. Work achieved 
on the line of an eternal purpose is work without friction and duty 
without fret. | 
The Imperative Need 


We must get away .from the thought of converting the masses and 
turn our attention to our mission to the individuaal. Times without 
number we find Jesus surrounded by a multitude. He is the center of 
the crowds. He was filled with compassion for the multitude. Every 
cord of His truly human heart was moved by vast assemblies, and yet, 
no teacher ever worked on so minute a scale as Jesus Christ. Did 
any crowd ever get deeper teaching than Nicodemus when he came 
alone? Was the woman of Samaria despised because she was alone? 
How many sheep did the shepherd go to seek when the ninety and nine 
were in the fold? Christ did not work on the scale of a thousand, but 


- on the scale of ONE. “Companionless men were born, and companion- 


less they must be born again.” The “age-tried” biblical method of the 
Lutheran Church of catechisation needs to be re-emphasised today. 
Simply because some of us can not have fifty or a hundred in the adult 
confirmation classe we grow discouraged and permit our God-given op- 
portunity to pass by. : 

: WE need to bestire ourselves in niles of the kingdom. We must 
be about our Father’s business. Our Synod shows a gain of 228 in the 
confirmed column. This is not what it should be. Had it not been for 
the net accession of 21 in one of our churches, the Synod would have 
had only an increase of 18 and six of this increase are pastors who 
should have been counted last year. May we resolve by the grace of 
God to put forth our best during this coming year. 


| Recommendations 
1. That we as a Synod urge our pastors to start adult Cate- 
chisation in a more specific and definite way. 
2. That the Committee be authorized to prepare suggestive out- 
lines for such adult instruction for the pastors of Synod. 


3. That the Reformation festival be observed in a more definite 


way throughout the Synod: 
(1) Union mass meetings be held wherever possible. 
(2) Exchange of pulpits by our pastors in close roe 
ity, wnere mass meetings are not feasible. 
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4. That Synod recommend a series of Pre-Lenten Missions during 
the month of February.

6. That our pastors show greater co-operation in these Synod-wide
